Griddle cakes 
and waffles are so easy to stir 
up with one of the prepared 
mixtures nceds to have 
only liquid and eggs aaded to 
give a delicate, tasty baked 
product. Of you can mix up 
your dry ingredients yoursesf the 
night before if time is always at 
a premium in the morning 
Then the finishing and baking 
can be done while the coffee 
percolates and the meat or eggs 
cook. 

Or, if you wish you can ao 
the whole job the night betore 
and keep the waffle or griddil 
cake batter in a tightly covered 
pitcher or crock in the coldest 
part of your refrigerator. Then 
all you have to do in the morn- 
ing is the baking. Some recipes 
are actually improved by this 
night-before preparation. 

Ham Waffles 

The ham waffles in the first 
menu are just as good for 
luncheon, supper or after-the- 
theater as they are for break- 
fast. Sift your flour once and 
measure two cups, then add one- 
fourth teaspoon soda, two tea- 
spoons baking powcer. one-half 
teaspoon salt and one _ table- 
spoon sugar and sift again 
Combine two well beaten egg 
yclks with one and three-fourths 
cups sour milk and one-third 
cup melted butter; add to ‘he 
flour, beating until the batter is 
smooth. Fold in two stiffiv 
beaten egg whites. Bake on a 
hot waffie iron, sprinkling one- 
fourth cup ham over the batter 
of each waffle just before closing 
the iron. Serve with soft 
scrambled eggs and a paper cup 
of peach or strawberry preserves 
on each plate. This will make 
four large four-sectioned waf- 
fles. 


Sweet Potato Waffles 
Sweet potato waffles wiil de- 
light even those who ordinarily 
do not care for waffles (there 
aren't many!). Sift together one 
and one-half cups flour, two- 
thirds teaspoon salt and two 
teaspoons baking powder. Add 
the yolks of two eggs beaten 
slightly and added to one-half 
cup milk. Stir until smooth, 
then add another cup milk a 
little at a time. Stir in two ta- 
biespoons melted butter and 
then add two-thirds cup of 
sieved cold cooked sweet pota- 
toes. Flavor with one-fourth 
teaspoon nutmeg and one-half 
teaspoon vanilla and mix well.

Let Child Decide 

To deail fairly with a child 
requires a broad mind. That 
many parents are unequal to the 
task is reflected in the fact that 
there are sO many behavior 
problems.

A 
child needs to be guided, it is 
true, but only if his actions can 
trurt him or may in some way 
harm another.

Great Britain Loses 
Lord Grey . . . Wartime 


Foreign Minister 
"THE late Viscount Grey of Fal- 

loden, one of Great Britain's 
foreign ministers, was 
classed among England’s really 
great diplomats, despite the fact 
that until he visited the United 
States in 1919 as special ambas- 
sador, he had scarcely spent 
more than one week outside his 
own country. 

In view of Lord Grey's tem- 
perament, it is perhaps remark- 
able that he did achieve such a 
distinguished career in politics. 
Shy, nervous, tremendously dig- 
nified, he always substituted a 
compelling honesty and = pru- 
dence for those political devices 
which he thoroughly hated. It 
was natural, however, that he 
should enter public life. Inher- 
iting an ancient baronetcy, he 
a!so was imbued with all the tra- 
ditions of the ruling class. 

Despite his honesty of purpose, 
Lord Grey was often attacked 
for his policies. Prior to the out- 
brea’ of the World War, for ex- 
single, Many persons claimed 
that Lord Grey had allowed 
himself to be deceived with re- 
gard to the prospects of peace. 
Criticism came because as For- 
eigi, Minister, he had seensfit to 
send Lord Haldane to Germany 
in 1912, thus ‘lulling the British 
Into a sense of false security,” as 
a result of that mission, Another 
matter for which he was con- 
demned concerned his respénsi- 
bility for the “Declaration of 
London,” an instrument which 
was said to have jeoparized 
Englana’s power at sea 

However. when war finally 
came, Lord Grey won universal 
confidence following his memor- 
able speech in the House of 
Commons. The crisis of this first 
war years served to impair his 
health, and in 1916, when he 
stepped out of office with the fall 
of the Asauit.: government, he 
was a sick man going blind. Yet, 
three years later, with his vision 
still failing and his health far 
from good, Lord Grey consented 
to go to the United States to be 
present at the critical time when 
the United States Senate was 
discussing he peace treaty. Later 
expert treatment restored his 
eyesight, but in 1922 serious ill- 
ness again laid him low.

URING the succeeding years 
and until his death a short 
time ago, Lord Grey lived care- 
fully. reflecting, writing and 
fishing. A tragic dash by train 
from Falloden to Salisbury in 
1928 failed to get him to the bed- 
side of his second wife before she 
died. This harrowing journey 
was reminiscent of a similar one 
he tock in 1906 when his first 
wife died of brain injuries after 
being thrown from her carriage. 
Two of Lord Grey's brothers 
were killed by wild animals while 
hunting in Africa, and a third 
died following a surgical opera- 
tion. Thus bereft of his immedi- 
ate family, Lord Grey died leav- 
ing only a 53-year-old cousin as 
hei: to his baronetcy. The title 
of Viscount, which was awarded 
to him in 1916 by King George 
as a reward for his long service 
to Great Britain; died with him. 
Lord Grey was the first com- 
moner ever to be admitted to the 
Order of the Garter. In his po- 
litical life, because of his honesty 
and strong principles, he played 
a lone hand. The smoking and 
dining rooms of the Hotise of 
Commons never knew him. He 
never gossiped in the lo»bies, as 
is the habit of most members, 
but when he did speak from the 
bench all parties listened with 
profound respect and attention. 
His language was perfect, but 
devoid of all humor.
